^3.  Reason  for  Request:  The  Bangladesh  Police  Inspector 
General  has  ordered  two  pistols  and  a threaded  barrel.  The 
threaded  barrel  is  designed  to  be  mated  with  a sound 
suppressor.  The  proviso  to  this  license  states  that  the 
threaded  barrel  must  not/not  be  transferred  to  the  Bangladesh 
Rapid  Action  Battalion  Organization.  The  U.S.  applicant  was 
required  to  inform  the  end-user  of  this  proviso.
